THE BANKING BILL 


Provisions of Measure Untier 


Ctniideration at Columbus. 


OF INTEREST TO DEPOSITORS 


, 37T'S70 Bro»dw»f, Kow itoric 


Its Purpose Is to Improve the Banking 


Laws of Ohio in the Plan of Organ- 
ization, Regulation and Inspection of 
State Banks—Provides for State De- 
partment of Banks. 


A bill relating to the organization of 


banxs. and to provide for the inspec- 
tion of banks, is now under considera- 
tion by the general assembly. It was 
introduced by Hon. Warren Thomas of 
Trumbull. (H. B. 250.) 


This measure is of vital Importance 


to the business interests of the state 
and of special interest to that large 
majority of the people who are bank 
depositors. Following is: 


A Synopsis of the Bill. 


This bill provides for the organiza- 


tion, regulation and inspection of all 
banking companies that may be here- 
after incorporated, and for the inspec- 
tion of all banks incorporated under 
state laws now doing business, but it 
preserves to al! such banks, •without 
impairment, all the rights, privileges 
and powers heretofore conferred upon 
them. It also provides that all exist- 
ing corporations may re-incorporate 
tinder this act, if they so elect, and 
thereby have conferred upon them all 
the privileges and powers conferred 
by the act. In doing so the corpo* 
ation can enlarge or diminish the pur- 
poses for which it is incorporated so 
as to combine, one or more of the 
classes of business authorized by the 
act, without affecting the legality, or 
being raqiiired to change any invest- 
ments 
or 
transactions 
previously 


made. 


Cfasso* of Banks Authorized. 


The act authorizes the incorporation 


of commercial banks, savings banks, 
safe deposit companies, trust compan- 
ies, and corporations combining any 
two or more, or all of these classes. 


Amount of Capital Required. 


The minimum amount of capital re- 


Quired, whlea is to be divided Into 
shares of. one hundred dollars each, is 
as follows:

How Capital Must Be Paid In, 


The entire authorized capital must 


be subscribed and at least 50 per cent 
must be v-^d in before a hanking cor- 
poration can commence business. The 
remainder of the subscribed capital 
tnust be paid in in monthly install- 
ments of at least 10 per cent, payable 
at the end of each succeeding month. 
The stock of stockholders who fail to 
pay their installments when due must 
be eoid. If it cannot be sold, it must 
be cancelled. 
Whenever the capital 


stock of any bank is reduced below 
the minimum required by law, from 
any cause., It must be raised to the 
minimum within sixty days. If this is 
not done, the superintendent-of banks 
may apply for a receiver. 


The capital of a bank may be in- 


creased or decreased by proper action 
of the stockholders, but it must not be 
reduced below the required minimum 
in any case. 


No bank shall advertise in any man- 


ner a larger capital than is actually 
paid in. A severe penalty is provided 
for violation of this provision. 


Board of Directors. 


Boards of directors may consist of 


not less than Jive nor more than thir- 
ty persons. Each director must own at 
least five shares of stock in his own 
name, unincumbered and unpledged in 
any way, and must take an oath of 
office. 


The board of directors has full con- 


trol of the government of the corpora- 
tion. It nuiat meet, at least once a 
month, and shall appoint an executive 
committee. 


Bank Officers. 


Bank officers are to be elected by 


the board of directors. They must fur- 
nish bond for tho faithful discharRe of 
their duties. Sevflre penalties arc pre- 
scrilicfl for malfeasance in office, In- 
clu.tlnp; embezzlement, misapplication 
of any part or nil of the funds or prop- 
erty of tho bank, making false entries, 
defrauding, etc. 


Executive Committee. 


The executive committee must con- 


«ist of not less than three stockhold- 
erf. or directors. It must meet not loss, 
thin; once n month. It must pass on 
all loans and Investments, am! In doing 
no, must bo Rovernod by Inst ructions 
given by tho bonrd ot directors. 
It 


must kfipv> minutes of its mooting and 
report to tho bonrd of directors. 


Examinations by Stockholder*. 


The board of directors must appolt-t 


annually a committee ot at least two

Joint Deposit Accounts. 


Joint deposit accounts may he open- j 


ed by two or most- persons *"bject to 
check by any one party to the agree- 
ment, which shall continue for the use 
of a survivor after the death of one or 
more of the parties to the agreement. 


Certification of Checks. 


AH certified checks must he charg- 


ed to the account of tho person draw- 
ing the check when they =ire certified. 
A check must not be certified for a 
larger amount than is actually on de- 
posit In the bank to the credit of .the 
person drawing the check. Severe 
penalties are prescribed for the viola- 
tion of these provisions. 


Limitations On Loans. 


No person, firm or corporation shall 


be allowed to become indebted to a 
bank for any amount in excess of 30 
per cent of its paid-in capital and sur- 
plus, and all such indebtedness in ex- 
cfcss of 20 per cent of the capital and 
surplus must be adequately secured 
by- deposits of collateral. Discounts 
of bills of exchange drawn against ex- 
isting values, land discounted commer- 
cial or business paper actually owneu 
by a person, firm or corporation ne- 
gotiating the same, are not to be con- 
sidered as a part of their indebtedness 
In determining tho 
limit 
of 
their 


credit. 


For commercial banlcs, loans se.cur- 


e-i by real estate shall not exceed 50 
per cent of their capital, surplus and 
deposits. For savings banks, or for 
commercial and savings banks com- 
bined, loans so secured shall not ex- 
ceea 60 per cent of their capital, sur- 
plus and deposits. Real estate shall 
rot be accepted as security for loans 
In excess of 40 per cent of the value 
of -unimproved property, or GO per 
cent of the value of improved prop- 
erty, and all Improved property pledg- 
ed as security for a loan must be kept 
adequately insured. 


Bank. Reserves. 


All banks must keep a reserve equal 


In amount to 15 per cent of their to- 
tal deposits, of which an amount equal 
to 5 per cent of their demand deposits 
and 2^4 Per cent of their time deposits 
must be held in cash. The balance 
of the reserve may be held on deposit 
In fitfeer fc^nks and trust companies, 
subject to check on demand. 


Investments In Securities. 


(1) Commercial banks may invest 


their capital and deposits in or loan 
the same upon: 


fa) 
personal or collateral securi- 


ties; 


(b) 
Bonds or other interest bear- 


ing obligations of the United States, 
or in those for which the faith of the 
United States !s pledged to provide 
for the payment, of the interest and 
principal, Including the bonds of the 
District of Columbia; also in bonds or 
other interest bearing obligations of 
any foreign government; , 


(c) Stocks and bonds, or interest 


bearing obligations of this 
or 
any 


other state of the United States; 


(d) Bonds, or interest 
bearing 


obligations of any city, village, ham- 
let, county, township or other tody 
politic, and ponds or interest hearing 
obligations issued in behalf o£ 
the 


public schools, and the means of in- 
struction connected therewith, of this 
or any other state of the 
United 


Stales for the payment of which the 
faith and credit of such city, village, 
hamlet, county, towuship. school dis- 
trict or other body Issuing them is 
pledged; 


(e) 
Mortgage bonds or collateral 


trust, bonds of any regularly incorpor- 
ated company; hut the superintendent 
of banks may order any such securi- 
ties sold within s-rix months whio.l he 
may deem undesirable. 


(2) 
Savings 
banks may inrest 


their capital and deposits in or loan 
the same upon the securities author- 
ized for commercial banks, -with the 
exception that, in the case of savings 
banks, tlie promissory notes of indi- 
viduals and firms must be secured by 
a sufficient pledge of collateral ap- 
proved by the executive committee or 
board of directors. Collateral secur- 
ity is not required for the promissory 
notes of corporations. 


(3) Trust companies may Invest 


their capital and ileixisits (excepting 
deposits for the Investment of which 
some other mode of investment Is pre- 
scribed by the terms ot the trust 
agreement), in or loan tho same upon 
the BSctirities autliorizcu! for oomijit-r- 
clal and Havings banks, with thts ex- 
ception that stocks of corporations 
that havo not paid dividends for fiva 
consecutive years shall not be accept- 
ed, and all promissory notes must be 
secured by collateral. In addition 
they may make Investments in ground 
rents. 


No commercial bank, savings bank, 


safe dopodit company or trust com 
pany shall loan money on tho security 
or plodge of the shares of its own 
capital Block, nnr shall such compa- 
nies purchase shares ot their own 
capital stock unless such purchase 
shall be necessary to prevent lO9« 
upon a debt previously contracted in 
food faith, 


In deflntnt the powers ot

Powers of Banks. 


(!)

(2) 
Savings banks way receive de- 


posits in any sum offert-d by any per- 
son, firm, society or corporation, or 
by any boriy politic, or that may be 
ordi-red to ba deposited by any court 
having custody of money. They may 
also receive dcposiis from and pay 
the sane to minors. They may pay 
such rates of interest on deposits as 
may be agreed upon, not exceeding 
the rate allowed by law. A pass book 
shall be issued to each depositor, con- 
taining the rules 
and 
regulations 


adopted by the board of directors gov- 
erning his deposit, and in which shall 
be entered each deposit, the interest 
allowed thereon and each payment 
made to the depositor. No payment, 
or check against any savings bank 
account shall be made or paid unless ! 
accompanied by and entered in tde 
depositor's pass boot. Savings banks 
may also issue,time certificates of de- 
posit. 


(3) Safe deposit companies may 


receive on deposit, for safe keeping, 
property of any kind, and collect and 
disburse the interest or income upon 
any such property and the principal 
of the same when It becomes due. 
They may also act as agent for the 
purpose of registering, countersigning 
or transferring certificates of stock or 
other evidences of indebtedness. 


(4) Trust companies may: 
(a) Act as agent or trustee for the 


purpose of registering, countersigning 
or transferring certificates of stock, 
bonds or other evidences of Indebted- 
ness. 


(b) Act as trustee under any mort- 


gage or deed of trust. 


(c) Receive and hold moneys or 


property in trust, or on deposit, upon 
Euch terms as may be agreed upon 
between the parties. 


(d) Act as trustee trader any -will, 


deed or other instrument creating a 
trust for the care and management of 
property, subject to control by the 
court having jurisdiction of the same. 


(e) Accept and execute trusts of 


every description as may be comniit- 
ted to them by any person, firm, or 
corporation or by order of aay court, 
and perform all acts necessary to a 
proper administration of such trusts. 
Real Estate Ownership and Transac- 


tions, 


A bank may lease a suitable nuild- 


Ing in -which to transact its business, 
or, it may purchase real estate where- 
on is erected, or it may erect such a 
building from the portions of which, 
not renuired for Its use, a revenua 
may be derived, but the cost of such, 
roal estate and buildings shall not ex- 
ceed EO per cent of its paid-in capita! 
and surplus. A bank may also told 
such real estate as psay be mortgage! 
or conveyed to it in good faith by way 
of security for loans made by or for 
money due to it. A bank may pur- 
chase real estate upon foreclosure .of 
mortgages owned by it, or on judg- 
ments or decrees obtained or rendered 
for debts due to it, or-in. settlements 
effected to scure such debts, but all 
such property shall be sold by ths 
bank within five years after it has ac- 
quired title to the sanje, unless upon 
application of the board of. directors, 
the superintendent of, banks shall ex- 
tend the time within which the aale 
shall be made. 


Liability of Trust Companies. 


The capital of a trust company, 


•with all its property and effects, shall 
be absolutely liable in case of any de- 
fault -whatever in any trust, but a 
court may at any time require addi- 
tional security in any amount for any 
trust committed by it. 


No trust company shall accept a 


trust, until its capital stock shall be 
not less than one hundred thousand 
dollars, fully paid in, and until it shall 
have deposited securities with 
the 


treasurer of state, fifty thousand dol- 
lars provided its capital is two hun- 
dred thousand dollars or less, and 
one hundred thousand dollars when 
its capital is more than two hundred 
thousand dollars. 


No trust company sball ever make 


a loan, directly or :-<-Mrrrtly, to any of 
its directors, ofllcei'.s c™ employes. 
They must hold all tntst property sep- 
arate and apart from all''other funds 
and they may be e^aihlned by any 
judge of a court under which they are 
acting In a trust capacity, or by any 
party Interested in any trust under 
their control, touching their manage- 
ment of the same. 


Consolidation and Liquidation. 


Banks may consolidate, under cer- 


tain requirements and conditions, bat 
In no event can such consolidation b* 
made to doteat or defraud any cred- 
itor. 


Provisions governing the liquidation 


of bonds arc similar in character to 
provisions for the liquidation of busi- 
ness corporations In the general cor- 
poration law. 


Inspection of Banks. 


This bill provides for a Department 


.of Banks, ns an independent depart- 
ment ot stale, to be under the super- 
vision of ft superintendent of banks, 
to be appointed by tho governor by 
and with the ccnsont of the senate; ft 
do)-i<it.y superintendent, and examiner* 
«s rn«y be nwessary to carefully ei- 
amtne each state bank at least one* 
• year. .And oltenec whenever ado-

The Department of Banks, being for 


the protection of depositors, a large 
majority of whom are taxpayers, is 
to be provided for out of the general 
state revenue funds. When the super- 
intendent of banks finds that a bank 
refuses, or Is unable to pay depositor* 
according to contract or law, or is oth- 
erwise insolvent, or that its capital is 
impaired, and the same is not recti- 
fied within ninety days, he can, with 
the approval of the attorney generm), 
apply for t!ie appointment of a re- 
ceiver, practically in the same man- 
ner as provided in the general corpo- 
ration law. No one employed in this 
department, in any capacity whatever, 
can be appointed as & receiver for aay 


««it baak.- 


Repealing Clause. 


The repealing clause eliminates all 


obsolete banking laws relating to free 
banking and the old State Bank of 
Ohio, and all other sections of the 
banking laws that are Inoperative or 
•Bill be rendered unnecessary by the 
enactment of this bill into law. 


DEPOSITORY LAW 


!t Is Proposed That tne Act Be Made 


Mandatory Instead of Optional. 


.Columbus, O. — A depository law that 


will be compulsory upon every treas- 
urer in the eighty-eight counties of 
Ohio Is the first fruit that will be 
borne of the investigation of Cincin- 
nati and Hamilton county now being 
made by the committee of the -senate- 
In the light of the disclosures which 


brought out In Cincinnati last 


Friday and -Saturday bjf tnis so-called 
Lexow committee, opposition to such 
bill is almost certain to disappear. 


Representative Branson has intro- 


duced a depository 
bill, -waicn was 


drafted by the Ohio state board of 
commerce, and which meets with gen- 
eral favor. 


Senator .Schmidt of Cuyalioga, one 


of the members .of the committee, has 
commenced' work iipbn a depository 
bill and expects to Uave It readT tor 
nitroduction some time next week. It 
Is planned after the special act under 
which comity funds are now deposited 
with banks Jn Cuyahoga; couaty. There 
the banks are paying 3,38 per cent for 
the nse :pf county funds, ylelulng to 
the county about $90,000 a year. Simi- 
lar special laws are in force in Lucas, 
Stark and Seneca counties. There Is 
n general law on the statute books 
Btrtnorizing county commissioners to 
advertise and receive bids from banks 
for the use o? county money, and In a 
few counties of the state .advantage Is 
taken, of it. 
Hamilton county has 


never had any special law on the sub- 
ject and its commissioner's have never 
elected 'or pat the general law into op- 
eration. The trouble with this general 
law is that it is optional. 


The admissions made by Treasurer 


Rudolph K. Hynieka and a number of 
bankers of Cincinnati as to the meth- 
ods which have been followed there 
for th«.past fifteen years have brought 
the question of a depository ?a wto the 
front ahci. made it one of tbe most: 
Ijavnriaiit. in this legislature. The ; 
elate is reads . that 
investigation ; 


tvould snow similar conaitions in near- 
ly every county of the state, though j 
on not such a gigantic scale, perhaps, j 


Treasurer Hynieka freely admitted i 


that during Iris first year in office he i 
was paid over ?20,000 by the banks of j 
Cincinnati for the1 rise of county funds; 1 
every bank In Cincinnati, with two 
exceptions, got the 
use of some of 


those funds. 
They paid to Hynieka 


2% per cent, while to the citj% whose 
funds were deposited with them under 
the general municipal depository law, 
they paid ojily 3 per cent. County 
treasurers are not compelled to accept . 
checks In payment of taxes, but they 
all do as a matter of accommodation 
to the public. In some, counties these 
checks are sorted out «ach day and 
messengers Kent to 
the banks on 


which they are drawn, cashed and the 
money at once carried back to the 
vaults of the county. Hynicku's meth- 
od was to deposit these cheeks -with 
the various bnnUs . for collection, in 
amounts 
ranging 
from 
$50,000 tc 


$300,000, and then leave the money 
with tho bnnks until there was ocoo,- 
slon to pay it out, either to the city, 
the state- or for some other purpose. 
The result wns that many banks h.td 
almost continual use of from f 100,000 
to $300,000, and for this they paid the 
treasurer 2',4 per cent Hynieka said, 
mid iu this he was corroborated by 
bankers and (JcprKO Sr.hnt.t, who has 
..been casliicr in the office of the coun- 
ty treasurer for tho last fifteen JP.RTS, 
that It had been tha custom for the 
treasurer to rpceivo this gratuity dur- 
ing nil that poriort. Tax collecUcrat in 
Hamilton county havo averaged $7,- 
000,000 tor thti last several years. At 
2% per cftiL tho annual yield would 
be $2,fi2">,00().
